The  World  This  Week

.  Japan's  blue  prints  for  gaining 
control  of  Asia  and  the  Pacific  is¬ 
lands  have  been  made  since  1927 
At  a  meeting  in  Mukden  some  of 
the  high  officials  of  Japan  drew 
up  a  document  known  as  the 
Tanaka  Memorial  which  recom¬ 
mended  that  a  “positive"  policy 
of  “blood  and  iron”  must  be  car¬ 
ried  out  in  Eastern  Asia,  and  that 
Manchuria  and  Mongolia  must 
be  won  as  bases  for  further  in¬ 
vasion  of  China. 

'  It  also  said: 

“Having  China’s  entire  resourc¬ 
es  at  our  disposal  we  shall  pro¬ 
ceed  to  conquer  India,  the  Arch- 
ipellgo,  Asia  Minor,  and  even 
Europe.  We  shall  have  to  go  to 
war  with  Soviet  Russia  sooner  or 
later.  For  the  sake  of  our  self- 
preservation,  we  must  fight  Am¬ 
erica  sometime." 

This  memorial  was  published 
by  Chinese  propagandists  and 
Tokyo  judicialed  it  as  a  “forgery 
full  of  inaccuracies."  Japan 
however,  by  degrees  has  been 
carylng  out  the  ambitious  plans 
outlined  in  this  statement. 

General  Tojo  has  now  set 
Japan's  plan  to  take  over  the 
Netherland  East  Indies,  to  in¬ 
vade  Burma,  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  finally  India.  Jap¬ 
an,  as  we  can  see,  Is  taking  steps 
to  cany  out  this  program. 

In  England  Winston  Churchill 
giving  way  to  most  insistent  de¬ 
mands  of  the  British  people,  ous¬ 
ted  three  cabinet  members  and 
took  in  one  new  one.  Churchill 
did  not  give  up  his  post  as  min¬ 
ister  of  defense,  but  did  appoint 
a  Deputy  Prime  Minister,  Clement 
A.  Atlee.  There  is  still  much  crit¬ 
icism  of  his  lack  of  adequate  as¬ 
sistants. 

In  the  remote,  medieval,  upland 
town  of  Riam,  France  the  trials 
of  former  Premier  Leon  Blum, 
former  Premier  Daladier,  ’  and 


former  General  Maurice  Gamelia 
are  taking  place.  Blum  is  ac¬ 
cused  of  having  neglected  mil¬ 
itary  preparation  of  France  and 
Daladler,  of  having  thrown  France 
into  war,  while  Gamelln  Is  held 
responsible  for  the  military  weak¬ 
ness  of  France.  The  trial  is  a 
complex  one,  and  the  outcome  Is 
not  likely  to  be  beneficial  to  eith¬ 
er  the  French  people  of  to  Mar¬ 
shal  Petain.  Germany  today  1b 
doing  what  was  done  In  1919 — . 
pinning  all  blame  for  war  on  the 
delated  powers. 

In  the  United  States  the  Pres¬ 
ident  expressed  an  optimistic 
feeling  in  his  speech  Monday 
night  when  he  said  that  even 
though  we  are  now  on  the  de¬ 
fensive  the  tide  will  turn  soon 
and  our  enemies  will  find  them¬ 
selves  taking  the  defensive,  as  our 
production  of  planes  and  other 
engines  of  war  goes  up  and  up. 

Perfectly  timed  to  take  place 
during  the  President’s  speech  was 
the  imprudent  shelling  of  an  oil 
field  at  Goleta,  Cal.  Fifteen  shells 
were  aimed  toward  the  field  from 
a  submarine,  but  only  one  well 
was  slightly  damaged.  This  is 
the  first  attack  to  occur  on  con¬ 
tinental  United  States  soil  dur¬ 
ing  this  war. 

The  first  and  only  woman  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  President’s  cabinet  has 
definitely  handed  In  her  resigna¬ 
tion.  She  was  Secretary  of  Labor 
Frances  Perkins.  However,  there 
is  another  woman  who  holds  a 
very  important  place  in  national 
affairs.  She  is  Mrs.  Anna  M. 
Rosenberg,  secretary  for  the  re¬ 
cently  created  War  Labor  Board. 

'  She  has  the  unofficial  Job  of  mak¬ 
ing  lagor  Investigations  behind 
the  scenes  for  high  government 
officials.  She  was  Social  Sec¬ 
urity  Director  for  six  years. 

Secretary  Ikes  has  announced 
that  it  may  be  necessary  to 
ration  electric  power  in  order  to 
speed  up  war-time  production.

It  has  been  estimated  that  we  fw ill  not  win  this  war 
until  40  per  cent  of  the  national  income  is  used  for  military 
purposes* 

The  newspaper  men  of  Georgia  last  week  were  told  to  tell 
the  people  of  the  real  situation.  That  was  last  week.  Tues¬ 
day  the  President  warned  the  nation  and  emphasized  the 
gravity  of  the  situation.  The  next  day  Secretary  Knox 
announced  that  45  American  ships  had  beed  sunk  off  the 
coastline  of  the  United  States.  The  newspapers  camct 
make  the  people  become  patriotic.  They  are  perhaps  too 
optimistic  but  the  nation  as  a  whole  is,  too.  Let’s  become

Some  books  are  read  and  quickly  forgotten,  others  may 
occasionally  be  reread,  but  few  are  so  delightful  that  they 
may  be  read  and  lived  with  every  day  as  A  TREASURY  OF 


GILBERT  AND  SULLIVAN,  edit¬ 
ed  by  Deems  Taylor. 

Eleven  of  the  better  known  of 
the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operet¬ 
tas,  such  as  H.M.S.  Pinafore,  Pi¬ 
rates  of  Penzance,  Yeoman  of  the 
Guards,  and  The  Gondoliers — to 
mention  only  a  few— are  given  in 
the  following  manner:  first,  a 
brief  sketch  of  the  operetta  is 
given  telling  the  story  and  show¬ 
ing  where  each  of  the  songs  ap¬ 
pear;  and  then  the  songs  are  giv¬ 
en  with  simple  piano  accompan¬ 
iments. 

Preceding  each  of  the  operet¬ 
ta*  there  is  an  interesting  dis¬ 
cussion  of  some  phase  of  the  life 
of  Gilbert,  Sullivan,  of  D*Oyle 
Carte,  the  man  who  produced  all 
of  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  suc¬ 
cesses  and  whose  name  is  today 
applied  to  the  leading  Gilbert  and 
Sullivan  successes  and  whose 
name  Is  today  applied  to  the  lead¬ 
ing  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  corn- 
pang.

Pinafore  and  the  Mikado  but 
from  that  day  to  this  the  public 
baa  hummed  and  whistled  those 
fhar»itny  luting  and  humorous 
songs  such  as  Tit  Willow,  When 
I  Wae  a  Lad,  Uttle  Buttercup,  and 
Model  of  a  Modem  Major  Gen¬ 
eral. 

To  those  who  know  and  love 
the  operettas,  this  book  will  give 
such  pleasure;  and  to  those  who 
have  not  yet  been  introduced  to 
them,  this  treasury  offers  a  most 
excellent  Introduction.
